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REMARKS 

By this Amendment, claims 1, 6, 10 and 1 1 are amended, and claims 2, 3 and 7 are 
canceled, without prejudice to or disclaimer of the subject matter fovmd therein. Accordingly, 
claims 1, and 4-6, and 8-13 are pending in this application. No new matter is added. 
Reconsideration of the application is respectfully requested. 

I. Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant gratefully acknowledges that the Office Action indicates that claims 3, 6 
and 10 include allowable subject matter. 

Claim 1 is amended to incorporate all features of allowable claim 3. Thus, claim 1 is 
allowable. 

Claims 4, 5, 8, 9 and 13 also depend from amended claim 1, and thus are also 
allowable. Claim 6 is amended to depend from claim 1, and thus also is allowable. 

Claim 10 is rewritten into independent form including all limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. Thus, claim 10 is allowable. 

Claim 1 1 is amended to incorporate similar features as allowable claim 3. Thus, claim 
1 1 is allowable. 

II. Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. $S102(b) and 103(a) 

The Office Action rejects claims 1, 2, 4, 7, 8 and 1 1-13 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(a) over 
Japanese Patent Application PubUcation No. JP2002- 189230 A to Hiroshi et al. (Hiroshi); 
rejects claims 1,11 and 13 over Korean Patent Application PubUcation No. KR 10-0248586 
Bl to Cho (Cho); and rejects claims 5 and 9 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) over Hiroshi. The 
rejections are moot with respect to canceled claims 2 and 7 and are respectfully traversed with 
respect to claims 1, 4, 5, 8, 9 and 11-13. 

As discussed above, amended claims 1 and 1 1 are allowable. Claims 4-6, 8, 9 and 13 
depend from allowable claim 1, and thus are also allowable. 
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As discussed above, amended claims 1 and 1 1 are allowable. Claims 4-6, 8, 9 and 13 
depend from allowable claim 1, and thus are also allowable. 

Regarding independent claim 1 1, neither Hiroshi nor Cho teaches or suggests a 
display unit including a first and second absorptive polarizer. Hiroshi teaches a display unit 
including two liquid crystals 104, 1 10, a light source 114 having a transparent material 100, 
and two substrate polarization selective reflection devices 102, 108, each disposed between 
the transparent material 100 and the respective liquid crystals 104, 1 10. See Fig. 1. Cho 
teaches a display unit including two liquid crystals 26, 26', a light source 21, 21', a reflecting 
plate 22', and two polarization filters 23, 23', each disposed between the reflecting plate 22' 
and the respective liquid crystal 26, 26'. See Fig. 2. 

Because Hiroshi and Cho do not teach or suggest first and second absorptive 
polarizers, Hiorshi and Cho do not teach or suggest the display unit of claim 1 1 for at least the 
reasons discussed above, as well as for the additional features they recite. Accordingly, 
reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection are respectfully requested. 
III. Conclusion 

In view of the foregoing, it is respectfully submitted that this application is in 
condition for allowance. Favorable reconsideration and prompt allowance of claims 1, and 4- 
6, and 8-13 are earnestly solicited.
